BENDIGO SOCCER 
1998 IN REVIEW 


Epsom Scorpions were the dominant team in the 1998 Division One champi- 
onship, losing only one match during the competition to win their first title. 
Delivering on the promise shown in 1997 the young Scorpions displayed a very fast 
and attacking style of football which was refreshing to watch. With the best attack- 
ing and defensive records in the League, Epsom showed great consistency in tak- 
ing out the Championship and being Runners Up in both the Knock Out Cup and 
League Cup. Epsom’s Troy Hargadon narrowly took out the League’s leading goal 
scorer from teammate Tom Cybula and Strathdale’s Steve Visser. 

After a slow start to the season Strathdale found great form coming home and 
were eventually Runners Up in the championship. In his final season, captain/coach 
Phil Tresize moulded his talented side into a winning combination which finished 
the year playing as well as any other team. 

Colts United lost a few critical matches during the season which cost them dear- 
ly in ladder position. With Player of the Year, Jamie Brown, in great form up front, 
and surrounded by good young players, Colts on their day were the match of any 
team. With a return to full strength at season’s end they showed their best form in 
taking out the Knock Out Cup and League Cup competitions. 

Kyneton led the early part of the competition with good wins over more fancied 
sides. They showed a better combination of youth and experience than in previous 
seasons, but lost form in the latter part of the season, when injuries to key players 
upset the team balance. 

Eaglehawk and Golden City were down in form from clubs with a strong record 
of success. Each were capable of upsetting the leading teams, but lacked the con- 
sistency needed to press for higher ladder positions. Spring Gully displayed one of 
the best defensive combinations in the League, with a wealth of experience at the 
back, but lacked the attacking power to capitalise on that strength. 

In the Second Division it was again Epsom who led the competition. Their line- 
up included Player of the Year Mick Angove in midfield and a host of attacking 
options including Leading Goal scorer Stephen Turner. The Scorpions also had the 
best defensive record in the League. Along with their first premiership, Epsom also 
successfully defended their title of Knock Out Cup champions. 

Golden City were in good form in 1998, with an experienced team proving diffi- 
cult to defeat. Their success in being competition Runners Up was a well deserved 
reward for the consistency shown throughout the season.

Strathdale fielded an experienced side also, but lacked the consistency of the 
leading teams. Good form at season’s end saw them take out the Runners Up prize 
in the Knock Out Cup. 

Colts were again tough to beat and with good young forwards running off their 
experienced midfield they scored plenty of goals. Losses in critical matches cost 
them ladder positions in a season which could have been more fruitful. 

Spring Gully had a strong defensive record, but like their seniors, had trouble 
finding the opponents’ net often enough to consistently win matches. 

Eaglehawk, Cohuna and Castlemaine all struggled for depth. Capable of better 
results, they were hampered by inconsistency and had a disappointing season. 

Kyneton struggled all year at the bottom of the ladder, but should take heart from 
some good results at season’s end which resulted from a steady improvement 
throughout the year. 

The Youth competition was one of the most evenly contested for years. Colts, 
Strathdale, Golden City, Spring Gully and Epsom were each capable of upsetting 
the other on any given day and, in the end, it was consistency. which separated the 
sides. 

Colts trailed Strathdale for much of the year, but came home with very strong per- 
formances in critical matches to take the championship and be Runners Up in the 
League Cup and Knock Out Cup. With many Youth players also filling positions 
in the senior teams on a regular basis, the Colts midfield fed plenty of balls forward 
to a polished attacking combination. 

Strathdale looked the competition favourites early in the season, but lost a few 
critical matches, which forced them into the competition Runners Up position. The 
team was rewarded for effort in taking out the League Cup. Player of the Year Peter 
Hancox also took out the Leading Goalscorer award. 

Golden City won the Knock Out Cup competition in a fitting reward for a good 
season. They were a strong side on their day, but inconsistency cost them ladder 
position. 

Spring Gully and Epsom were very competitive throughout the season, but nar- 
row losses in critical matches saw them finish the season empty handed. Kyneton 
struggled throughout and had a disappointing season.

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A PREVIEW OF 1999 


It is always difficult to accurately predict the front runners in all 
competitions prior to the start of the season. New players have 
moved to the area and others have left. Some players have changed 
clubs and others have retired. It is however, an old adage that success 
breeds success. Good players always want to play for clubs who have 
a proven record for winning. Over the years we have seen Golden 
City, Colts and Eaglehawk all have a run of season after season dom- 
inating the Division One Championship. I believe it is now the turn 
of Epsom to continue the good form of the last two seasons. They 
will not have an easy run. Strathdale have claims to challenge strong- 
ly and Colts United are always a club with depth and a proud record 
in this division over many years. The great unknown team will be 
Puckapunyal. I understand that they have a team with a lot of expe- 
rience and should be a very fit, strong side who could upset many 
well-fancied sides. Possibly Golden City, Spring Gully, Kyneton and 
Eaglehawk have recruited strongly and could prove strong competi- 
tion. Only time will tell. 

The Second Division is much more open. Most clubs will be pro- 
moting youth players, so it is hard to predict the front runners. Yet 
again, it is hard to ignore Epsom, who have incredible depth in 
reserve and youth teams, closely followed by Golden Sere and Colts. 
Strathdale is also a potential challenger. 

The Women’s Division was dominated for a few years by 
Eaglehawk. Last year Golden City knocked them off their pedestal. 
I understand Strathdale were recruiting strongly, so these two sides 
will be closely matched. Epsom could be a dark horse, with the 
development of some strong youngsters who will surprise some of the 
more experienced players from other sides. 

In the Youth Division the quality of players will be extremely high. 
All teams will have a claim to favouritism. I understand all teams 
have large squads, so competition for places will be frantic, resulting 
in a closely fought division. It will be too close to call at this stage. 

Everyone involved in Bendigo soccer is eagerly awaiting the start 
of season ‘99. The standard of play is improving every year, players 
benefiting from the Academy of Sport and the Summer Youth Squad.

The program drew to a close with a visit to the Australian Institute of 
Sport in Canberra, which included several matches against ACT junior 
sides. The majority of players attended the personal development sessions 
presented by members of the Academy’s consulting panel. 

Fitness tests again showed a marked improvement, in most cases, on the 
level of fitness of athletes. Many observers of League matches also com-

Congratulation Steve, we hope there are many more players to follow you in the 
years to come. 

The graduation ceremony, held on 30th October, saw five athletes presented with 
Higher Achievement awards. Dane Butler, Adrian Kowal and David O’Brien were 
all selected in the Victorian Country U14 team along with Adam Bell and Trent 
Waterson, both of whom were also selected in the VSF U15 Development squad. 

The Most Improved award went to Bradley Hercus with Cameron Miles winning 
the Coaches’ Encouragement award. 

It is with regret that we farewell Steve Butler and Rowland Sowerby from the 
program after two years of dedicated service and welcome Rob Martello as the new 
Head Coach. 

Both the Academy and the Bendigo Amateur Soccer League extend their appre- 
ciation to Steve and Rowland for their past service and also thank Rob Martello for 
his contribution as Squad Coach. 

We look forward to a new and exciting program in 1999 and the continuation of 
the development of the region’s future young soccer stars.

The 1998 season saw Golden City take out both the League Championship and 
the Knock-out Cup.

Strathdale’s strength is the growing maturity and experience of 
the team, coupled with its youth and enthusiasm. 

Spring Gully will be looking to strengthen after a rather flat season in ‘98. 
Although Spring Gully showed glimpses of its potential, taking Golden City to a 
hard fought two all draw in the middle of the season, it was not always able to take 
full advantage of the teams further down the ladder. ; 

Colts United too, have the potential to surprise in ‘99. On occasion Colts chal- 
lenged very strongly and with its ongoing development of younger players and 
recruitment will be very competitive in ‘99. 

Castlemaine played some very tough matches in 1998 struggling to find consis- 
tent form, although they remained very hard to beat at home. Form, consistency 
and recruitment will be vital to give the depth needed to support the nucleus of 
younger team members. 

Epsom again seemed unable to capitalise on their chances throughout the ‘98 sea- 
son.

1999 promises 
anew chance for teams to reach new heights with Strathdale and Colts United look- 
ing to be the main challengers to Golden City for the championship in 1999. 

In 1998 the Country Championships were held in Albury/Wodonga. After a 
tough draw, Bendigo finished a very creditable second once again, underlining the 
strength and depth of women’s soccer in Bendigo.

The Laws of the Game have been devised to guarantee Fair Play so that players 

may enjoy their game in safety. It is the referee’s job to see that 

+ goal-posts, playing surface and players’ equipment must be safe 

+ players must wear shinguards 

* spectators must not come on to the field during the game. Trainers/first-aiders 
must wait for you to call them on when the game has stopped. 

* if you feel it is not safe to start/continue a game (any reason), you, as referee, have 
complete authority to abandon it. (And report the matter to the League) 


Coaches: The Laws require coaches to stay within about 2 metres of the half-way 
line. They may coach, but if they become abusive to you or your assistants or to 
opposition players, you have the authority to send them right away from the touch- 
line. 


Free-kicks: 

+ Direct Free-kicks (a goal can be scored direct against the offending team) are 
given if a player recklessly, carelessly or with excessive force commits any of 
the following offences on an opponent: 


strikes/kicks/pushes/holds/trips/jumps at/ 
tackles from behind/charges dangerously 
and against a player who deliberately handles the ball. 
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These Direct Free-kicks are taken from the place where the offence occurred, unless 
it is by a defender in his own penalty area. In this case a penalty-kick is awarded. 


¢ Indirect Free-kicks (which must touch a second pl i 
. ayer other th

Some final hints: _ 
* at goal-kicks, the ball is not in play until it leaves the penalty area, 


- if a player deliberately kicks with his foot (or throws from a throw-in) the ball to his 
own goal-keeper, the keeper may not use his hands; give IFK where handled. 


+ do not “over-officiate” - let the game flow without interruption as much as you can. 
(eg there is no need at all to blow your whistle when the ball has obviously 


gone out for a goal-kick, corner or throw-in) 


° stop play if you believe a player may be seriously injured and call trainer(s) on to 
the field 


¢ any player who is bleeding or has a weeping wound must be told to leave the field 
of play for treatment. He may not return until the bleeding has stopped 
and the wound is covered. Blood-stained clothing must also be replaced 
with clean shirt, shorts etc. before the player may return to the field.
